young lady and before he died he ask­ 
ed me to deliver a message to her. 
In th* lapse of time and travel I have 
forgotten her name and lost her ad­ 
dress and am 
unable to fulfill 
my 
promise to my dying comrade unless 
some one is able to help me out. 
The 
thought struck me to ask the police 
Vf Gettysburg and I hope you will \>e 
of assistance to me. 
“I often heard my comrade tell of 
how he met this girl and I well re­ 
member that part of it but her name 
and address I have forgotten.

young lady was living 
at her home 
and with the 
help of another 
sister 
supported 
her 
parents.

small in stature, with bright auburn 
hair, and was a stenographer employ­ 
ed in the service.

Splke-Tooth Harrow Leos Likely to 
Loosen Large Piecee of Sod 
When Used Alone— Good for 
Distributing Manure. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart* 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Alternate grazing aa a relief for con* 
tlnuous grazing has long been recom­ 
mended by experts, but little practiced 
by fanners. It involves the division of 
pastures so that each portion of the 
field may he given alternate periods of 
rest during the grazing season. Grass 
makes a maximum yield lf allowed 
definite 
periods 
of 
uninterrupted 
growth. However, the extra expenses 
for fences and labor deter many farm ­ 
ers from following this system which, 
although it Is adapted for practice In 
some sections of the country, It Is not 
so favorable In others. 
Disking and Harrowing. 
Cultural treatment, such as disking 
and 
harrowing, 
are 
recommended 
where a sod-bound condition of the 
grass develops, as the slight mulch­ 
ing of the surface obliterates weeds 
ami also Improves the mechanical and 
physical condition of the soil. 
Gen­ 
erally speaking, there Is considerable 
expense attached to disking and har­ 
rowing, and unless the returns are 
commensurate with the cost, a farm er 
Is scarcely Justified In thus treating 
his grazing lands, particularly lf other 
work on the farm Is competing for 
his attention at the same time. 
The Spike-Tooth Harrow. 
The average disk will cut and turn 
sods to some extent no m atter how 
nearly straight it Is set, and on this 
account Its use Is often more detri­ 
mental than beneficial. Ordinarily, in 
the case where the ground Is Inclined 
to be wet at the time of treatment, a 
considerable portion of the turf may 
be turned up, while lf dry weather 
follows permanent Injury to the pas­ 
ture is quite likely to result A spike- 
tooth 
harrow 
following 
the 
disk 
usually dragN the havened pieces of 
seal some distance away, thereby leav­ 
ing numerous areas of considerable 
size entirely bare. .This happens more 
especially on slopes where a complete 
covering Is difficult to maintain, even 
under the most favorable conditions. 
The spike-tooth harrow, whcu 
used 
alone, Is less likely to loosen large 
pieces of sod than when used In con­ 
junction with the disk. 
Its use dur­ 
ing the spring over numerous small 
areas of ungrazed grass where the 
droppings from animals have fallen 
Is beneficial In that It uniformly dis­ 
tributes this fertilizer.
